H o m e s t e ad , Pa., Nov. 21.—The g reat 
strike at Carnegie’s Homestead steel 
works has been declared off. 
After a 
five m onths’ strug g le, which for bitter­ 
ness has probably never been equaled 
in this country, the array of strikers 
finally decided to g ive up the fig h t 
This action w as taken at a m eeting of 
the lodg es of the Am alg am ated associa­ 
tion at jfiomestead yesterday afternoon, 
the voté standing 101 in favor of declar­ 
ing off the strike and 91 ag ainst i t 
Am ong those present at the m eeting 
were Vice President Carney, Secretary 
K ilg allon, Treasurer Madden and David 
Lynch, of the advisory board. 
The of­ 
ficials addressed the members and in 
plain words told them the strike was 
lost and advised them to take steps to 
better their condition. 
The remarks 
m et w ith considerale opposition, but 
w hen the vote was taken it showed a 
m ajority of ten in favor of declaring 
the strike off. 
Those who w ere in favor of calling 
the strike off were jubilant w hile those 
w^ho were ag ainst it were badly put ou t 
Most of the latter were men who were 
obstinate and many of them either had 
applied for positions in the m ill and 
had been turned down or felt sure th at 
their nam es were on the company’s 
black list and they could not g et posi­ 
tions. 
A member of the advisory board said 
yesfx'rday that he had been trying to 
g et the strike declared off for some 
w eeks, as he knew it was lost, and it 
would have been better for the men as 
a g reat many more of them could have 
g otten their places back. 
Those w ho cannot g et back are in a 
bad fix as the relief funds w ill be 
stopped and many hundreds of them 
have nothing to live on. 
The people in Homestead, especially 
the business men, are hig hly elated 
over the declaration to call the strike 
off, for if it had continued much long er 
it wmuld have ruined the town. 
Many 
business houses have fallen into the 
hands of the sheriff since the strike has 
been on. 
Business is expected to re­ 
sume its norm al condition soon. 
The Homestead strike has proved one 
of the most disastrous in the history of 
the country. 
It orig inated from a re­ 
duction in w ag es in the departm ents 
where members of the Am algam ated 
îissociation of jron and steel work­ 
ers 
were 
employed. 
The hitch was 
on w’hat is known as the sliding scale. 
It is a scale which reg ulates the m en’s 
w ag es by the m arket price of steel bil­ 
lets. 
Nearly every m ill in this vicinity 
sig ned the scale, including other m ills 
of the Carnegie company. 
At the re­ 
fusal of the firm to sig n the scale for 
the Homestead mill, a lockout occurred 
by the Am alg am ated association and 
they were joined by the m echaaics’ 
laborers, who struck out of sym pathy 
only, their w ag es not being reduced. 
The strikers drove non-union men out 
of the m ill and adopted m ilitary disci­ 
pline. 
The story of the bloody fig ht 
with the Pinkertons on J uly 6, the sub­ 
sequent riotous proceedings and the 
calling out of the N ational guard and 
its departure after three m onths’ duty 
is too w’cll knowm to repeat 
For six w eeks the m ill has been run­ 
ning alm ost as w'ell as before the strike, 
but until w’ithin the last week the 
strikers have steadfastly refused to 
adm it d efeat 
The new s of the ac­ 
tion was received w ith dismay by the 
strikers in the tw o Law renceville m ills 
of Carnegie’s. 
These men w^ere sym ­ 
pathy strikers and w ent out when the 
men at Beaver F alls and Duquesne 
struck. 
The Duquesne men g ave up 
the strike in three w eeks and the 
Beaver P’alls strikers decided to g o 
back yesterday. 
The Law renceville 
men, however, were steadfast and had 
no intention of g iving in. 
They are 
now in the position of striking for no 
cause. 
They are very ang ry at the 
Homestead men and w ill probably de­ 
clare the strike off to-morrow. 
The strike at one tim e involved near­ 
ly 10,000 men and the loss in w ag es w ill 
reach it is said, in the neig hborhood of 
$ 3,000,000. 
Then there is the immense 
loss to the firm, which cannot be esti­ 
mated, but w hich conservative people 
put at least double the am ount lost by 
the men in wag es. 
To this can be 
added nearly $ 500,000 paid to the state 
troops and to the cost to the county of 
A lleg heny for the riot, treason and 
other cases, g row ing out of the strike.

O pening o f th e G am e W ith o u t a T o u ch ­ 
do w n—Yale W ins By 6 to O. 
Sp r ingf ie l d , Mass., Nov. 21.—Fifteen 
thousand people, all decorated w ith 
some colleg e color, most of them the 
blue of Yale or crimson of Harvard, 
g athered at Hampden park Saturday 
to 
w itness 
the 
g reatest 
football 
game of the season and shout for one 
side or the other. 
Harvard and Yale 
were the contestants. 
The Yale and Harvard team s were in 
prime condition. 
The day was beauti­ 
ful and thousands of colleg e men and 
their friends gathered at the park early. 
The tw o teams lined up for the in­ 
itial rush at 2:15 
o’clock. 
Yale won 
the 
toss and 
secured 
the ball for 
the opening. 
A wedge was formed 
and fifteen yards made in the 
first 
sortie. 
Then a Harvard man secured 
the ball and sent it into Yale’s ter­ 
ritory by a vigorous p u n t 
The Har­ 
vard boys followed it closely and soon 
the ball was 
w ithin 
ten yards of 
Y ale’s line. 
A punt sent it back after 
a hot fig ht and the strug g le was re­ 
newed at Y ale’s thirty-five yard line. 
In that vicinity the ball remained for 
some time, but toward the end of the 
half hour U was slow ly forced to the 
center of 'wie field, where it remained 
when tim e was called, amid w ild cheers 
from the Harvard men. 
The second half began

Rusk has soug ht to m ake his fourth and 
last annual report as head of the de­ 
partm ent of ag riculture a valuable 
docum ent and has grouped tog ether 
many interesting facts to show w hat a 
g reat ag ricultural people we are and 
w hat a proper thing it w as to make the 
prime commissioner of ag riculture a 
cabinet officer. 
He says w e sent abroad last year 
$ 200,000,000 of products more than we 
had to import from foreig n nations, and 
80 per cen t of these products were 
ag ricultural. 
He claim s some credit 
for that because he shows an increase 
of 40,000,000 pounds w e% htof pork sent 
to countries v^hich form eily excluded 
American pork and $ 40,000,S» 0 value in­ 
crease in our exports of live cattle. 
All 
this comes from the increased precau­ 
tions to secure healthfulness of Amer­ 
ican food products. 
The reg ulations inforced for the pre­ 
vention of Texas fever have alone saved 
cattle g rowers more than three times 
the cost of running the w hole depart­ 
ment, and as to the suppression of 
pleuro-pneumonia, the secretary grows 
em phatic and eloquent N otw ithstand­ 
ing the assertions to the contrary of 
wicked and prejudiced London newspa­ 
pers he declares that pleuro-pneumonia 
does not exist in the United » States. 
This result, he claims, has been ob­ 
tained at a cost lesB by $ 100,000 than 
was paid out by Great Britain during 
seven years as indem nity for slaug ht­ 
ered cattle alone. 
He also points out 
that the total loss to the cattle growers 
of Great Brilain by this disease in 
deaths alone amounted to not less than 
half a billion dollars, and that this is 
the only country where the disease, 
having once g ained a foothold, has been 
entirely eradicated. 
He explains w hy our w heat did not 
realize the big hopes raised by the short 
crops in various European countries in 
1891 by saying that those anticipations 
of enhanced prices failed to take into 
account the chang ed conditions now 
surrounding the production and mar­ 
keting of the world’s w heat crop. 
He has undertaken experim ents with 
imported stfed to secure the production 
of a home g rown cotton which w ill 
m eet all the req uirem ei^ for which 
Eg yptian and other cottons are now 
imported. 
He also w ants the United 
States to raise its own raw silk instead 
of sending $ 25,000,000 a year abroad for 
the raw nmterial, and he thinks we 
m ig ht also save $ 67,000,000 a year which 
we now spend on imported fibers. 
Many difficulties have attended the 
introduction of a new food, g enerally 
regarded in Europe as not suitable for 
human consumption. 
A- mixed corn 
and rye bread was found necessary to 
secure keeping qualities in a country- 
where all bread is made and sold W the 
bakeries, and corn g rinding macffinery 
purchased in America is now in use in 
several m ills in that country. 
One re­ 
sult is the m aintenance of the price of 
corn in the face of larg ely increased 
exports, conditions which have hereto­ 
fore alw ays accompanied a g reat depre­ 
ciation in pricea 
The corn exports for 
1890, the only year in which they have 
equaled tho.se of 
the present year, 
brought the price down to a fraction 
under 42 cents a bushel at the port of 
shipment, ag ainst a fraction over 55 
cents per bushal this year, a difference 
ag’^reg ating , on the exports of the past 
fiscal year, not less than $ 10,000,000. 
The report is the first from the cabi­ 
net to find its way to the president’s 
desk. 
Secretary Rusk throws cold water on 
the rainmakers. 
The experim ents arc 
being loyally made, as congress direct­ 
ed, but the facts in his possession do 
not justify the anticipations formed by 
the believers in this method of artificial 
rainm aking. 
As his last word the secretary ex­ 
presses his profound appreciation of the 
cordial sym pathy and broad intellig ence 
w ith which the president has uniform ­ 
ly heeded the needs of agriculture. 
He 
predicts that the people of this country 
w ill learn to appreci;ite that and the 
fact that this is the first adm inistration 
during w hich the departm ent of ag ri­ 
culture held the rank of an executive 
departm ent of the g overnm ent and w as 
presided over by a chief executive who 
never failed to appreciate the impor­ 
tance of ag riculture, its d ig n ity and its 
value to the country at larg e.
